Washington. Aug. 3—The President 


this morning said that he hart received 


unofficial notification of Spain's agree- 
ment to our peace terms, and he ex- 


pected the official reply at any mo- 
ment. 


Reports from Madrid by way of Lon- 


don, 
stating that Spain had determined 


upon her answer to the demands of the 
United States, and that the answer 
had been sent or was now enroute to 
Washington, had the effect of arousing 
a most lively interest in all official 
quarters today. Absolutely nothing 
official has 
been 
received, but the 


probability is that Saain has nearly 
decided on her answer. 


In view of this probability there is 


much discussion of the formal meas- 
ures, and it is said to be not at all 
improbable that the preliminaries lead- 
ing up to the signature of the treaty 
of 
peace 
may 
consume fully three 


months, so that it may be well along 
toward the legal date of the assembly 
of congress before the President will 
be prepared to submit a peace treaty 
to the senate.

Camo of a Deficit, 


Washington, Aug. 3.—The receipts of 


the government during the last fiscal 
year, Including Pacific railroad items, 
were $405,321,335. Expenditures, includ- 
ing- Pacific railroad Items, $443,3GS,GS2, 
leaving a deficit of $38,047,247. Exclud- 
ing the receipts from Pacific railroads, 
amounting to $04,751,223 and the expendi- 
tures on this account of $4,549,368, the ac- 
count would stand as follows: Re- 
ceipts, $340,570,111; expenditures, $438,- 
819,214, leaving a deficit of $98,249,103. 


This large deficit is accounted for in 


part by the extraordinary 
demands 


upon the treasury department to carry 
on tho war. 
A conservative estimate 


of the war expenses during March, April, 
May and Juno is $56,000,000. 
If we de- 


duct from this the $98,249,103, the defi- 
cit would be $42,249,103. 


In other words, the deficit would not 


have exceeded this amount on a close 
basis. 
At the end nf the first seven 


months of the fiscal year the deficit 
was $51,901,823. 
Deduct from this $42,- 


R19.103, and we find that the deficit has 
been reduced during the last five months 
of the fiscal year $9,652,719. 
It thus ap- 


pears that during thr- last five months 
of the year our receipts exceeded our 
expenses on a prace basis by over $3,600 - 
000.

The information 
thus far received is unofficial and meager, 
but that it is accurate, In the main, we 
have no reason to doubt. In fact, we 
have reason to believe H Is correct." 


It Is understood that \ the reason re- 


ferred to Is contained in the private 
advices received by the president and 
dispatches received by representatives 
of foreign governments at this capital'; 
still the president is taking nothing for 
granted. Arrangements for pressing 
the %tar to a successful cftncluslon are 
going forward precls&ly as if no nego- 
tiations were in progress. At a confer- 
ence participated in by the president, 
Secretary Alger and Adjutant General 
Corbln at the executive mansion last 
night a decision v. as reached as to the 
constitution of the provisional corps for 
Porto Rico to be commanded by General 
Wade. Secretary Alger said that the 
corps might be en route to Porto Rico 
within a nec-K. NottvitftbtanCngr these 
preparations, however, the belief In of- 
ficial-circles amounts almost to a con- 
viction that active hostilities practically 
have been concluded. 


The first step following Spain's ac- 


ceptance of the terms proposed by this 
country .probably will be towards an 
agreement to close active hostilities, 
pending- the drafting of a treaty of peace 
along the lines of the accepted terms. 
According to precedents ordinarily re- 
garded, an armistice would be pro- 
claimed, and in the circumstances this 
would mean the practical close of the 
war. It is pointed out, however,- that 
several precedents have been set aside 
by this government in the conduct of the 
war and in the treatment of events which 
led up to It. One notable instance In 
which recognized precedents were swept 
away Was the personal demand made by 
Secretary Day upon Minister DeLome 
to know whether the SpanlsH minister 
was the author of the letter reflecting 
upon the president. Another precedent 
was relegated to the past when the gov- 
ernment decided to return to Spain the 
prisoners taken with the surrender of 
Santiago. Precedents 
have been dis- 


regarded in other Instances by this gov- 
ernment. In view of this fact, there- 
fore, precsdent may not govern abso- 
lutely in the conduct of the peace ne- 
gotiations. 


After ths proclamation of an armistice, 


diplomatically the next step would be' 
the designation by the president of the 
commissioners to represent the United 
States in the conduct of final negotia- 
tions of peace. The terms proposed by 
this government provide for a joint com- 
mission to draft a peace treaty and to 
eolve the difficulty relative to the future 
povernment of the Philippines. Again, 
according to the best accepted "pre- 
cedents, this joint commission would 
meet upon neutral ground. It has been 
•uggested that the commission may as- 
semble in Paris, but as yet that is the 
merest 
conjecture. 
The commission 


might meat In either of the belligerent 
countries. 


Pending the conclusion of the work of 


the commission the probabllitv is that 
the armies of both Spain and life United 
States will be kept In the fiehl their 
relative positions remaining unchanged 
during the negotiations. Here again 
however, precedent may be put aside by 
the United States, but It Is regarded a< 
likely that this country will not with- 
draw any of the troops from the field 
until a determination shall have been- 
reached of all questions In issue before 
the commissioners. 


Special Legislation ITnnccegsary. 
' 


The military occupation of the tT- 


ritorial acquisitions of this government 
will not necessitate further legislation 
expressly auinor.*i.iB me continuance 
of a large military force, according to 
the viewa of the president. 
Persons 


who conferred with the president posi- 
tively assert that tfrere la no necessity 
for special legislation to authorize the 
keeping- together of the great volunteer 
nr.my. 
The president, it is understood, 


takes the ground that the requirement 
In the volunteer act for disbandment 
of volunteers at the termination of war 
docs not contemplate disbandment until 
tho emergencies that are incident to the 
war arc over, and does not prevent the 
maintenance of a large body of troops 
In our territorial accessions until order 
Is restored. 
A well-known public man, 


who was In conference with the presi- 
dent, suggested that the necessary mil- 
itary occupation of our conquered ter- 
ritory would Involve maintenance for 
two years of an army of about 100,000 
Been. 


Conciliatory .Spirit S7iovFn» 


Madrid, Aug. 3.—Indications are not 


wanting that President McKinley's pro- 
posals have been considered in a con- 
ciliatory spirit, with a view of arriving-, 
if possible, at an immediate and pacific 
solution. All oracular declarations by 
official personages point in this direction. 
The latest of these declarations is the 
explanation given for maintaining- un- 
usual reticence, namely the danger of 
compromising the success of the nego- 
tiations and the desire to give proof of a 
sincere wish to arrive at a perfect under- 
standing-. 


Here and at Washington the original 


assumption was that Mr. Cambon was 
to act merely as a "transmitting agency," 
but now he is frequently spoken of as if 
he were a sort of mediator between the 
t\vo powers, using his good offices in 
favor of Spain. Whether this proceeds 
simply from a popular misapprehension 
of the procedure actually adopted and a 
natural desire to obtain extraneous sup- 
port, or whether it indicates a real 
change of procedure so far as Cambon 
Is concerned, the events of the next fen- 
days will probably show. At the present 
moment disinterested support cannot 
fail to be welcomed. 


Disposition to Assent-. 


London, Aug. 3.—The Madrid corre- 


spondent of The Standard says: 
"The 


- government's reply to 
the American 


terms was forwarded yesterday evening 
through Mr. Cambon, and there is a 
strong prospect that peace will be con- 
cluded. If 'i not to be supposed that the 
United States government will object to 
representations 
being made on the 


Philippines question and upon some pe- 
cuniary claims which were mooted by 
the United States in the West Indies 
On all the remaining main issues Spain 
Shows a disposition to assent to the 
American demands. 


"With regard to the part played in the 


negotiations by Mr. Cambon there is 
now a marked tendency bath here and in 
Paris to attribute t<$ it considerable im- 
portance. Directly the final arrange- 
ment is made It Is supposed that thp 
press will be allowed more liberty of 
comment. The general impression is 
that both governments are disposed to 
put an end to the War as honorably as 
possible for Spain, which would havr 
been easier had the United States not 
Imposed such hard conditions with re- 
gard to the Philippines." 


"No practical suggestion was made at 


the council yesterday for continuing the 
war or averting the penalties, already 
so painful and heavy, and all sections of 
the opposition will hava to acquiesce In 
what the government negotiates with 
the United States."

LOUISIANA UNDER SPAIN. 


How the Office of Hangman In the Colony 


Went 


When the court martial that Don Ales 


sandro O'Reilly, tho second Spanish gov- 
ernor of Louisiana, in 1769, had organized 
to convict brought in u verdict of death 
against Lafreniere and six of his compan- 
ions as tho leaders of the Louisiana revo- 
lutionists against the authority of Spain, 
to which country Louis XV of France had 
ceded the colony, O'Rcilly sought in vain 
among whites and blacks in Louisiana foi 
a man,' •\)flio would perform tho abhorrent 
work of serviag as hangman at the execu- 
tion of tho patriots. Not a man of tho col- 
ony would answer tho call. In this emer- 
gency O'Reilly was compelled to assign the 
congenial task of slaughtering the help- 
less Creoles and Frenchmen to regular 
Spanish soldiers whom ho had brought 
with him from Spain, and, instead of bo- 
ing hanged, Lafrenicro and tho others 
were shot to death by a platoon of grena 
dicrs in a space of ground, near tho site of 
tho prescat United States mint in Now 
Orleans, which at that time was in tho 
tear of the military garrison of the post. 


Tho fuiluro of O'Beilly to secure a hang- 


man in tho cose of these unfortunate men 
recalled to old French residents of New 
Orleans of that day tho interesting story 
of Jcannot, an African slave of the Missis- 
sippi company, or Company of the West, 
which 50 years previously had control oi 
the colony of Louisiana under a charter 
granted by tho regent of Orleans. 
Tho 


company offered Jeannot his freedom on 
condition that he would serve as public 
hangman of the colony. Jeannot appeared 
to agree to th.e proposition, but ho after- 
ward rcpairgll to a secluded place and cut 
ofT his righ't arm with a hatchet. By this. 
eelf inflicted mutilation Jcannot avoidec 
the repulsive duties of hangman for the 
colony, but he also lost his opportunity for 
freedom. However, tho agents of the com- 
pany, not knowing in what way to utilize 
Jeannot as a laborer, appointed him over 
seer of all the slaves belonging to it. Poor 
Jcannot was rewarded for his sonso of hu- 
manity and "conscientiousness by receiving 
tho respect and esteem of all the inhabit- 
ants of tho colony during tha rest of his 
life. — New Orleans Picayune.

Underneath and 
around the sides of the illustration will 
be the story of how Lieutenant Command- 
er Wainwright fought and helped to sink 
tho terrors of the Spanish navy at Santi- 
ago harbor.

the navy and be a Wainwright. 


The man who has added such an inter- 


esting and picturesque chapter to our rec- 
ord of naval heroes might bo said to be 
another American of the Hobson type. 
Like Hobson, he is one of the silent men. 
Ordinarily of a mild, pacific nature, he is 
a very demon when roused. He has not a 
three inch chin for nothing. 


And if ever a strong nature had cause 


for being roused it was Commander Wain- 
wright's. Ho was executive officer of tho 
Maine when she was blown up in Ha- 
vana harbor. His \j-rath at tho dastardly 
deed did not flare up in a moment.! 
For weeks he went about his duties,' 
working on the wreck and helping to 
recover the bodies of his slain compan- 
ions. Then ho labored incessantly to find 
evidence on which to convict tho Span- 
iards. You might havo thought that ho 
had almost forgotten tho Maine. So deep 
was the wrath which he was nursing that, 
it showed itself on tho surface only when 
he refused to step foot in Havana until, as 
he put it, ho could go In at the head of a 
body of marines. 


It was not until nearly six months after 


Wainwright commenced to get mad that 
he allowed his anger full swing. 
That 


occasion was at Santiago harbor when 
ho saw Cervcro's fleet steaming out to 
meet its doom. The executive officer of 
the Maine hod in the meantime been 
given independent command of the little 
Gloucester, a converted pleasure yacht. 
With nothing more formidable than'six 
pounder guns and his own unabated 
wrath Wainwright sailed in to avenge tho 
Maine. He fought like a veritable wildcat 
pf tho ocean. Picking out the two formi- 
dable torpedo boat destroyers Pluton and 
Furor, he peppered away, helped some by 
the larger ships, until both were helpless 
wrecks. Later he had the satisfaction of 
receiving on his boat as prisoners the 
Spanish admiral and the survivors of his 
staff. 


Lieutenant Commander Wainwright has 


been in tho navy from the day of his birth. 
Ho is the son of Commodore Wainwright, 
to which fact ho owes his appointment to 
the service. Ho entered it as a midship- 
man Sept. 28, 1864, and was promoted to 
ensign April 19, 1869; to master July 12, 
1870; to lieutenant Sept. 25, 1873, and to 
lieutenant commander Sept. 19, 1894. 
His last duty before ho was assigned to tho 
Gloucester was on tho battleship Maine, 
on which ho was executive officer. 


The Gloucester, which under Wain- 


wright's command has become such a 
famous craft, was formerly the yacht Cor- 
sair, owned by J. Plerpont Morgan, the 
Now York banker. 
She was one of tho 


numerous pleasure craft acquired by the 
government at the opening of tho war. 
She was given a thin coat of armor, a few

MUNICIPAL PROBLEMS, 


Boston Professor's Ideas on the Snb- 
^ jcct of fcJelfgovernmeaU 


Best Policy For Regulating 


the Saloons. . ,_. 


Working of Prohibition and South Carolina's 
, 
. 
, Dispensary System. „ 


Detroit, Aug. 3.—Some 500 city fathers 


and officials attended Tuesday's session 
vi the League of American Municipali- 
ties. 
The feature of the session was an 


address upon selfsovernment for cities 
by Frank Parsons of Boston university, 
president of ;i leosi!',1 for promoting pub- 
lic ownership of monopolies. Professor 
Parsons held that the principle of self- 
government as applied through our 
present laws is deficient in four re- 
spects—in area, because while the state 
is self-g-ovc-rncd the municipality is the 
creature of the state's enactments, and 
consequently every other city in a state 
is obliged to be consulted about what 
any particular cJly chooses to do; de- 
ficient as to class distinction, since 
women, although a part of the people, 
ore not yet permitted to participate in 
the people's selfg-overriment; that the 
principle of selfgovernment is not ap- 
plied to industrial as it is to political 
life, the speaker urging that workmen 
ought to have a part in the government 
of th3ir own respective groups in in- 
dustrial lines; that the selfgovernm*nt 
principle is not complete as to method, 
since the people are masters only dur- 
ing election times, while their public 
servants hold the sovereignty, for the 
balance of their terms. 


The remedies, according to Mr. Par- 


sons, are the initiative and referendum. 
\i oman suffrage, co-operative industries 
instead of monopolies, and entire self- 
government for cities free from elate 
control. 


Questions of policy concerning regu- 


lation of saloons developed an interest- 
ing discussion. The principal address 
on this topic was by Mayor George R. 
Perry of Grand Eapids. He favored 
permitting saloons only in the business 
part of a city, and the taxing and regu- 
lation of clubs and saloons alike. 


Mayor F. B. Farnsworth of New 


paven stated that his experiences had 
absolutely convinced him that prohibi- 
tion never did prohibit. Concerning tn« 
agitated question of drinking of Yale 
students, he assured the fathers present 
that a boy who would go to the devil by 
way of New Haven would probably go 
anyway. 


Mayor Smythe of Charleston outlined 


the workings of the dispensary system. 
He claimed there was more drunken- 
ness in South Carolina under said sys- 
tem than formerly. 


Professor Parsons gave the following 


as a sort of formula for annulling the 
evils of the liquor traffic without Inter- 
fering with personal liberty; Educa- 
tion of children along temperance lines; 
industrial reforms to enable all men to 
.have comfortable homes; local option 
for cities; enact the South Carolina dis- 
pensary or a similar law which should 
cut out the element of private Invest- 
ment and profit in liquor dealings,

What They Mean In Farla and How Re- 


tarded In other Cities. 


In Paris there are bnt two stylos of bl- 


cycle dress—long, narrow 
skirts and 


Lloomers. The bloomers are very numer- 
ous—one sees little clouds of them on the 
Bois de Boulogne of a Sunday afternoon 
and in the morning and evening they tric- 
kle through all the other streets as their 
wearers go to or from the Bois. But never 
Is a pair of . bloomers worn by a virtuous 
tvoiu.m, except it be an American, who 
sees so many and adopts the costume in 
ignorance of the fact that they aro in real- 
ity the badges of the cocottes and derni- 
mondaines of tho poorest, hrazenest sort 
in tho capital. 


In Vienna the same is truo. Bloomers 


are few and those who wear them know 
that they throw away respectability with 
the casting off of their skirts. In Berlin 
—I don't know. One does not think of 
fashion or dress in Berlin. It's too ridicu- 
.tous. It is like thinking of quiet and re- 
poso in Chicago. Thero aro bloomer girls 
in Berlin, but they look like a izard faced 
lot. 


In London there are very mans1- pairs of 


bloomers—thousands worn every Satur- 
day afternoon and Sunday, and not on 
other days of the week. They are, it seems 
to me, all worn by good women, but they 
are women of strong minded tendancies 
and roL'orming aspirations. 
They are 


nearly all of the middle lower class—work- 
women, radical and independent thinkers. 
They are so otten rude and coarse and loud 
and noisy that tho Dorking innkeeper had 
doubtless noticed their manners more than 
their trousers before he decided to refuse 
them the comforts of his inn. 


Very many of them go through the 


streets in bloomers, but a greater number 
wear skirts in town and take them ofl and 
tie them to tha handle bars of their ma- 
chines as soon as they come to tho green 
fields. They ma.ko bloomers a profession. 
They belong to the Rational Dress league 
or to clubs whoso members are pledged to 
popularize pantaloon displays. They di- 
vide up their neighborhoods, and cither 
visit from house to house, begging the 
women to wear tho trousers, or they pep- 
per whole neighborhoods with proselytiz- 
ing printed matter. 
They promise to go 


out biking in thljir breeches with whoever 
will put on the same garments until the 
novelty wears off and until, as their circu- 
lars say, "a lady in rational dress is ac- 
corded the same respect that is shown to a 
lady in silks." 


Tho ladies of London who ride bicycles 


all wear long skirts and bloomers under- 
neath. Those who wear regular bicycle 
suits made with a saddle seat and a skirt 
which hangs in a straight plait on either 
side of the saddle are the most graceful 
and birdlike-figures in Europe. Par too 
many, wear the usual-walking dress of thin 
material, with high boots, no underskirts, 
but bloomers in their place, and on windy 
days these well meaning women make 
such sorry spectacles of themselves as to 
give the bloomerites a good chance to say 
that the rational dress is tho more modest.

A feature of naval construction and war- 


farq which attracted tho attention of ex- 
perts years ago mid for a time was exceed- 
ingly popular is tho ram. Tho idea of 
putting a short, §tout spur out on tho stem 
of a vcsbel, at or below tho water line, to 
bo tin-tint into an enemy's ship, had oc- 
curred to designers of war vessels as early 
as 1860. lu that year there was added to 
tho British navy tho Warrior so equipped 
and to tho French navy the Magenta biin- 
ilarly armed. But tho flnul actual test of 
tho ram, on which its future largely de- 
pended, occurred in 1802. 


Tho Confederate ironclad Merrimac bora 


on her Ftem a spur which was used upon 
tho Cumberland with sijch deadly effect 
that tho latter vessel sank in a few min- 
utes. Four yearn Inter, off the i°land of 
Li=sa, another instructive engagement was 
fought. Admiral Tegetthoff, tho Austrian 
commander, had a smaller fleet than tho 
Kalians under Persauo, but he won a de- 
cisive victory. The chief mode of attack 
was with tho ram, and two of tho enemy's 
best ships, including tho Be d'ltalia, 
which had been the flagship of Pcrsano up 
to tho beginning of the light, wore sunk. 


A th^rd contribution to the world's 


knowledge of the possibilities of the ram 
was made in 1877 by tho Peruvians. Their 
Huasoar stove a terrible hole in the Chile- 
an Ksmeralda off Iquique. In consequence 
of this injury the Esmeralda, although she 
had fought with amazing pluck, quicklj 
wept to the bottom. 


Two much more recent illustrations of 


the destruction which this weapon is capa- 
ble of working aro cited by William Lcd- 
yard Cathoart in Cassier's Magazine. The 
first of those was tho tragic loss of the 
British battleship Victoria in- time of 
peace. Admiral Tryon was putting tho 
ships of his command, the Mediterranean 
squadron, through an -unusual maneuver. 
The order given involved cither a slip of 
the tongue or an error of calculation, but 
it was implicitly obeyed, and within a few 
minutes tho admiral saw the huge Cam- 
perdown swung around so that she could 
not avoid striking the flagship. The Vic- 
toria kept afloat for ten minutes, but when 
she sank she took down 321 officers and 
mon, 
including the unhappy Tryon. This 


event occurred in .Tune, 1893. 


Less lamentable In degree, but not less 


significant in character, was the disastet 
that overtook the German warship Grosser 
Kurfurst, in 1878, while proceeding west- 
ward along the southern coast of England. 
Accompanying this vessel and a little far- 
ther offshore was tho Konig Wilhelm, an 
armor bolted frigate of 0,600 tons displace 
meat. A small merchant vessel putting 
to sea crossed tho tows of the Germans 
and compelled them to turn their heads 
temporarily inshore. The Kurfurst re- 
sumed her former course before the Konig 
'Wilhelm did, and before the navigators of 
either vessel realized the danger the Wil- 
helm had run her ratn into her consort's 
fiide. The Kurfurst carried 6 officers and 
81 men down with her. 


Soon after the battle of Lissa the British 


admiralty began to develop a class of ves- 
sels which were intended, to fight princi- 
pally with their rams. The Rupert and 
the Hotspur wera low ironclads of 3,300 
and 4,000 tons arid 'carrying ono or two 
guns in a turrelf^rell forward. 
Then 


came tho Horo and the Conqueror, which 
were bigger and more heavily armed. 
These latter carried 12 inch guns and dis- 
placed about 6,000 tons. The Polyphemus 
(1881) was more exclusively a ram, for he.' 
battery was a*ight one. 


The next set of rains, built between 


•,1886 and 1896, and including tho Furious, 
Vindictive, Arrogant and Gladiator, wero 
ships of 5,700 tons displacement and had 
•light armor and protected* decks. Their 
largest guns are of the 6 inch rapid fire 
type. 
Th& projection from the stem is 


massive, the bow Is strongly braced and 
the armor bolt is wider out forward thin 
\ elsewhere. In order to facilitate rapid 
maneuvering there are two rudders, one 
just forward of the screw and the other 
aft. Tho dead wood at the stern is cut 
away so as to favor quick turning. 
' 
These and other war vessels of the same 


general type, not only in tho British navy, 
but also in the fleets of other nations, have 
been called "ram cruisers" to distinguish 
them from other cruisers. The light con- 
struction of the ordinary cruiser, whose 
function is to hunt for tho enemy rather 
than to fight him, which is built for speed 
rather than to withstand attack, precludes 
such collisions as a ram must encounter. 
Consequently those ships which are meaat 
to fight with spurs on their stems are 
much moro strongly built, 
especially 


about the bows. 


The idea of giving a vessel a prow that 


will rip open a- hostile ship below the wa- 
ter line has been applied to the heaviest 
battleships. Tho Campordown displaces 
about 10,000 tons and is about as heavy as 
the Oregon and Massachusetts of the 
American navy. The French battleship 
Brennus, which has a spurred stem, dis- 
places 11,395 tons, while tho Italia, also 
equipped with a ram, is a vessel of nearly 
14,000 tons. 


The formida,blo character of the kind of 


warfare hero described will bo better real- 
ized if one will remember that tho biggest 
(?uns now used in the navy deliver projec- 
tiles only 13 inches in diameter, whereas 
a ram will cut a holo big enough to admit 
a two horse team. Togotthoff himself was 
so shocked by his achievement ia the bat- 
tle of Lissa that bo afterward said: 


"If I were to live a thousand years, I 


would never ram another ship. Tho effect 
produced is different from anything else 
you have in naval warfare. 
You see tho 


vessel attacked at one moment aud the 
next 800 men sliding into the sea,, with the 
vessel following them. You arc left with 
a perfect void, without any coraraoticai, 
without any amoko, without anything to 
make one f oel thnt ho was in battle. ' ' 


Sir William Harcourt enlivened the de- 


bate on tho finance bill ono night by quot- 
ing tho saying of Sydney Smith that the 
greatest fools in tho world aro tho throo 
per cents, and why they rise and why they 
fall, for reasons which no sensible man 
can understand is one of tho marvels of 
modern civilization.

Punishment by thQ Kuont as It Is Ad- 


ministered at Sakhalin. 


Flogging by the knout has been prohib- 


ited in Siberia. It is allowed only on this 
island o£ Sakhalin, and for murder. No 
Bussian civilian is allowed to witness an 
execution of that sort; certainly no trav- 
eler. Although the governor and I were 
«o intimate, I noticed for the first time ono 
day a little constraint in him. I met the 
doctor and said, ' 'You do not look very 
well." "Well,", he said. "I am very un- 
happy. There is a case which has come 
into court for flogging for murder, and I 
'don't like it." ' 


It was not a thing that I would like to 


see, hut 1 thought that somebody who was 
competent should know what this flogging 
by the knout was, ajjd however painful it 
might'be to myself, I had better see It for 
tho purpose of truth. I saw very well that 
the governor was keeping something from 
mo. Here comes the advantage of being 
a doctor. The prison doctor went to the 
governor and said that the prisoner's casa 
was so critical that ho conld not take tho 
responsibility of deciding whether ho was 
fitted for the punishment at the examina- 
tion which must take place four hours be- 
fore, and ho asked that I might come in 
consultation with hitn. The governor 
could not-refuse, and I did it. I after- 
ward went and saw the floggipg. It took 
place ia tho great yard of the prison in the 
presence of tho governor, the surgeon and 
myself. Tho criaiinal was stretched out 
on a table in the middle of the yard, and 
behind him stood the executioner. To the 
right of the table and at a good distance 
was the man who kept the tally, and 
counted aloud each blow as it fell—one, 
two, three, and so on to the ond. 


I have never seen anything which was 


eo painful to witness. 
The knout has a 


large, thick handle, the strands of the whip 
are divided into three by knots, and with 
a hard ond, and tho scourge descends like a 
bird of prey and picks out the piece. 


The onjy pleasant thing about it is tha 


end. As soon as it was over and the man 
was not dead he was taken to the hospital, 
and the doctor, who was one of tho best of 
men, 
cared for him just as much as if ho 


had been a sick woman in New York.— 
Bulletin of the American Geographical 
Society.

This in- 
sidious enemy lurks in the swamps and 
lowlands and like a thief in the night 
silently steals -upon its unsuspecting 
victim and delivers its sting, which is 
more deadly than, any Mauser bullet. 
The new foe is yellow fever, and it bag 


fought before Santiago and helped place 
the stars and stripes on Spanish pos- 
sessions. 


When the troops were sent south, ev- 


ery precaution was taken to keep them 
in as perfect physical condition as pos- 
sible, and when they were landed in 
Cuba a finer and more healthy body of 
men would be hard to find anywhere. 
Besides being fitted with everythin 


within limited bounds, and drugs and 
other means have been discovered to 
successfully cope with the disease until 
now the scientists feel that they have 
mastered the plague and can readily 
mitigate its deadly powers. 


Before the army started for Cuba 
arge quantities of the antiyellow fever 
serum, as one of the most powerful 
medicines is called, were manufactured 
and sent to the front, together with 
many improved appliances for fumiga- 
:ion. 
Besides the drugs several of the 


best known physicians who have made 
a study of the dreaded disease went 
with the troops, taking with them a 
corps of well trained nurses. 


Thus far the disease has been mainly 


confined to the troops in front of San- 
tiago and in the valleys leading to that 
city. The other troops will be kept apart 
from those in whom the fever has been 
discovered, and with the advances made 
in medical science and the skill of the 
trained nurses it is believed the disease 


the Red Cross sociity, lor they, too, are 
helping to stamp out the disease. 


After the bugler has sounded the sick 


call through the camp in the morning 
and an inspection of the troops has been 
made by the medical officers it is no 
uncommon sight to see a number of 
brawny troopers, tanned by the tropical 
sun and dust stained from camp life, 
being carried from the camp on litters 
by strong armed men from the army 
nurse corps to the little white tented 
city on the hilltop. This is but one of 
the familiar sights to be met witfc on 
the road to and from camp. 


Since the West Indies were discovered 


yellow fever has been known. The men 
who came with Columbus were stricken 
with "an unknown plague" and died on 
the islands, as did many of the follow- 
ers of other Spanish explorers and con- 
querors who in after years visited the 
place. At intervals during the past four 
centuries this plague has been master 
of the situation in southern countries. 


last year. It not only appeared in the 
Queen City of the Gulf, but found its 
way up the Mississippi river and along 
the Ohio, where several cases were 
found in the smaller towns on their 
banks. St. Louis was also slightly in- 
fected, and matters were beginning to 
take a serious turn. The prompt action 
of the city officials and medical men 
stamped out the disease before it got a 
strong foothold in the towns along the 
rivers. New Orleans suffered most. The 
new cases reported each day were in- 
creasing, and the death list giadually 
rolled up until over 100 persons had 
succumbed to the fever. It was during 
this time that the new antiyellow fever 
serum, discovered by Dr. Giuseppe San- 
arelli, an Italian scientist 01 some note, 
was 
experimented with, and what 


might have been a plague greater than 
that of 1878 at New Orleans and some 
few years later at Jacksonville was 
averted with a loss of comparatively 
few lives. 


The new serum is known as anti- 


maryl, and it has worked marvels. Since 
its discovery other material has been 
found to act with considerable success. 
In the fever stricken districts of South 
America the new medium has proved 
its worth, and many of the towns and 
cities which for years have been* visited 
by the dreaded disease and which have 
been depleted of large sections of their 
population have,been freed to a con- 
siderable extent of its ravages and 
made habitable. Dr. Sanarelli has spent 
several years in the cities of Brazil and 
the Argentine Republic studying the 
disease and relieving the infected peo- 
ple.Like the serums retently discovered 
for use in diphtheria and other malig- 
nant diseases, this yellow fever pre- 
ventive has been taken from animals. 
This new destroyer of yellow jack, 
which comes at the present time as 
manna from heaven to the afflicted,

The animals from which the serum ia 


taken are vaccinated after being dosed 
with yellow fever virus in quantities 
several times stronger than is needed to 
produce death. The effect of the vac- 
cine :s watched, as arc the disease 
germs and the growth or reduction of 
the fever. The animals are selected 
and carefully housed. 
As the work 


progresses "the serum is removed and 
after being examined under powerful 
microscopes is piepared for use. 


Until recently most of the serum has 


been prepared :n other c'iu"tri"s, 'Hit 
now it is largely manufactured in the 
United States. Several laige drug con- 
cerns have entered into the business of 
securing this valuable remedy to kill 
fever, and it is not uncommon on a 
visit to the laboratories to see hun- 
dreds of animals, including horses, 
steers, rabbits and guinea pig's, care- 


duction and experimentation. 


Dr. Sanarelli, the discoverer of tha 


new serum, has experimented largely 
in the fever stricken districts of South 
America and has had ample opportuni- 
ty to test the effect of his remedy on 
human beings. He has been remarkably 
successful, as many of the towns which 
had previously been visited by the 
scourge and whose population has been 
greatly depleted will bear witness. 


When the fever attacked San Carlos, 


Brazil, during the early part of the 
present year, the medical men of that 
country were at a loss to devise means 
to stamp out the disease. Dr. Sanarelli 
visited the place when the fever was at 
its height, and while it still lurks about 
the locality new cases are only reported 
at long intervals, and the death rate has 
rapidly decreased. The same thing oc- 
curred at the prisons of Rio Clara, 
Limeria and other cities in the state of 
Sao Paulo. Many of the convicts were 
stricken, and it was feared an epidemic 
would ensue. Of the 20 cases found 
among the convicts, several of which 
were of the most malignant type, only 
six were fatal. The disease was checked 
in a short time and ultimately stamped 
out. 


The great importance of applying this 


already begun a campaign that if not 
•peedily stamped out will leave the 
ranks of the regiments which have won 
fame before the besieged city with but 
few members to continue the march to 
other victories. 


When it was proposed to send our 


army into Cuba to reduce the strong- 
holds of the enemy, many serious prob- 
lems confronted the war department 
and the strategy board. Little or no 
doubt was felt for the ultimate suc- 
cess of our own men in driving the 
Spanish out and causing them to sur- 
render and abandon a hopeless strug- 
gle. 
The topography of the country 


was well known to our commanding of- 
ficers. The one thing that baffled the 
department was to cope with and sub- 
due the hidden enemy. For some time 
no signs of the fever were found, but 
with the rain and the poor location of 
the troops this most 
one of the most prevalent in the West 
Indies, made its appearance and start- 
ed in on its errand of destruction with 
telling force. Every day since its ad- 
vent the troops have succumbed to Its 
effects. Among those who have taken 
the disease and passed over the "great 
divide" arc some of the heroes who 


necessary to carry on a successful cam- 
paign the department in charge of the 
surgeons and nurses was stocked with 
medical stores and apparatus to fight 
sickness, and especially yellow fever. 


Although yellow fever is not in reality 


a more destructive disease, even in 
places where it is apt to prevail, than 
some others which are more familiar, it 
is more suggestive of the idea of pesti- 
lence than almost any existent disease, 
and the very name strikes terror. It is 
not necessarily fatal. 
The disease is 


not alone known to Cuba and tho hot 
countries south of the United States. 
Our own southern cities have been rav- 
aged by it. The percentage of loss of 
life, too, until recent years in the south 
was very large. 


When the disease was at its height in 


New Orleans and Jaeksonvilfe a score

Methods to destroy it were 
tried without success until recent years, 
when scientists studied it and found the 
serum that has been so successful in 
stamping out the disease in our own 
country, so that an epidemic in a city 
-f the UuilcJ States Is r.o longer re- 
garded as possible. This, however, is 
due in as erreat measure to the improved 
sanitary conditions of the cities and 
towns where at different periods the fe- 
ver raged as to the recent discovery. 


The last of the yellow fever epidemics 


has been used by the medical corps to 
relieve our stricken troops in Cuba. 
The cure is taken from horses which 


have been treated or inoculated with 
fever germs. The method used in se- 
curing the serum is of a scientific na- 
ture and takes considerable time in

re-enlistrnent." This naturally may be 
'egaided as a bounty, and it is an in- 
centive to the ambitious sailor. 


If he has entered the service as a 


young man of 20 or more, he is rated as 
a landsman and receives $16 a month. 
As soon as ho understands his vocation, 
he is accepted as an ordinaly seaman 
and is paid $1U every 30 days. Then both 


and the apprentice of the first class 


may graduate as seamen, with a 
monthly stipend of $24. From this po- 
sition both may become seamen gun- 
ners at $26 or firemen at $35, though 
the latter usually enter the navy aa 
oal passers, receiving $22 a month. 
If a man has musical talents, he be- 


comes a bugler or a musician of tha 
econd or first class, receiving, accord- 
ing to his merits, from $18 to $33 a 
month. Some drift into the kitchen and 
become mess attendants, cooks and 
stewards, with a pay varying from $16 
to $45 a month. 


As long as a man is a common sailor 


he does not get above $26 a month. He 
is, however, no longer Jack of the fore- 
castle. In these days of steel and iron 
ships he is Jack of the turret, or Tur- 
ret Jack. His phraseology even has va- 
ried from the old time vernacular. He 
can no longer talk of "shivering his 
timbers," for his surroundings are metal 
plates. But if he is ambitious he tries 
to shelve his blue or white shirt at the 
earliest opportunity by becoming what 
is called a petty officer. Those of the 
lowest or third class are master at 
arms, 
cockswains, gunners' mates, 


quartermasters, 
carpenters' 
mates, 


painters and yeomen. The names gen- 
erally indicate their duties, the quarter- 
masters being men m charge of the 
wheel—that TS, the 
pilots—while the 


yeomen are popularly termed the ship's 
writers. Their pay is all the same, $30 
per month. 


The petty officers of the second class 


are master at arms, boatswains' mates, 
gunners' mates, gun captains, quarter- 
masters, machinists, oilers, carpenters' 
mates, printers and yeomen. The dis- 
tinction between a gunner's mate and, 
a gun captain is slight. The former ia 
assistant to the gunner, while the lat- 
ter is the leading man of the gun's 
crew. 
It is difficult to define the duties of tha 


master at arms. He is supposed to have 
entire supervision of the small arma- 
ment, and he is also boss of all tha 
crew. 


The petty officers of the first class are 


master at arms, boatswains' mates, 
gunners' mates, gun captains, quarter- 
masters, 
schoolmasters, 
machinists, 


boiler makers, coppersmiths, black- 
smiths, plumbers, sailmakers' mates, 
carpenters' mates, water tenders, first 
musicians and yeomen. Their designa- 
tions indicate their duties. The one 
classified as schoolmaster gives primary 
instruction to those sailors who are ii$ 
need of the rudiments of an education. 
The pay of the majority of them is $40 a 
month, though thp machinists receive 
$53. the boiler makers $60, the copper- 
smiths and blacksmiths $50, the plumb- 
ers $45 and the musicians $36. 


The petty officers of the third class 


wear one chevron on the arm, those of 
the second class tr.-o and those of tho 
first class three. They are plain white 
cloth ones on their blue jackets. Oth- 
erwise they wear the dress of the ordi- 
nary sailor, but they have risen to a 
position of authority over their mates, 
and their T>a.y is considerably increased. 


Above all these, however, are the chief 


petty officers, comprising the master at 
arms, 
boatswains' 
mates, 
gunners' 


mates, gun raptains. quartermasters, 
machinists, carpenters' mates, yeomen, 
apothecaries and bandmasters. The first 
receives $65 a month, the yeomen and 
apothecaries $60, the machinists $70 and 
the others $.'50 a month, with the excep- 
tion of the bandmasters, who are paid 
$,">2 a month. 
These men are allowed to wear a 


il'iublp breasted coat with brass buttons, 
fhis is what Turret Jack calls "brass 
bound," and the majority of them are 
ambitious to earn this promotion. But 
chief of them all is "Jimmy Legs," tha 
chief master at arms. H!s eye is some- 
times more feared than that of the cap- 
tain. He is supposed to maintain order.

Last night's council meeting was one 


of the energetic kind, like thosf of tho 
f;ood old days "iK-foio the w:ir." Kvon 
qurslion that AMIS brought up carried r 
trail of excitement in its wake, am 
whilo there was a bare quorum pres- 
ent, those who u-ere on hand onjoyer1 
"a \ cry nloasant meoctinK," us Mr 
Amadou expressed it as he made ready 
at the elore to score the bigwst sur- 
jnise of all. The first Hurry of inter- 
est came when a ruling of the chair 
was questioned, and overturned by the 
council, theieby enabling an appropria- 
tion ol $,">,0(PO for the normal school tc 
pass with fewer votes th.in the chair 
thought 
necossury. 
Then came the 


hospital aid matter, which couldn't be- 
allowed to be settled without some 
lively remarks, and at tho clo^e Mr. 
Amadou launched some very pointed 
remarks at Commissioner Emish, who 
occupied a spectator's scat. 


"\V ith all these accompaniments, con- 


siderable important business was don? 
for the city. A number of petitions 
were heard and referred to their com 
mittecs, and the hospital and normal 
school matters were settled. For the 
hospital, the city voted to pay that 
institution ?lf. a week for every patient 
cared for at the order of the city al- 
moner. This is much less, in the prob- 
able sum a year, than the firmest 
advocates of hospital aid wished, but 
it was practically -what was expected. 
For tho normal school, the sum of $5,000 
was voted, which insures the securing 
for the school of $15,000 voted by the 
state, the total of $20,000 to be used in 
the purchase and improvement of land 
at the west of the normal school. 


The councilmen present were Ama- 


don, Armstrong, Barnard, Brown, Cut- 
ting, Gove, Perry, Rice, Sykes, Whita- 
ker, Whitney, Wilkinson and Wills. 
After a number of petitions and other 
matters, the two important subjects of 
the evening were taken up. 


$5,000 for the Normal School. 


The first of these was the question 


of appropriating- $5,000 for the normal 
school to secure $15,000 voted at the 
last session of the legislature. The 
appropriation was passed, Councilmen 
Amadon and Whitney voting against 
it. The special committee appointed 
reported through Chiarman Perry in 
favor of it, on condition that only land 
to the west of and adjoining the school 
be purchased. The report was accept- 
ed, and a communication from Mayor 
Cady was read recommending the pas- 
sage of an order authorizing the bor- 
rowing of the amount for two years at 
a rate of interest not to exceed four 
per cent. As there were only 14 mem- 
bers present, two-thirds of the council, 
it was thought necessary that every 
member vote in favor, as a two-thirds 
vote is required when an order is to 
be passed at its first reading on recom- 
mendation of the mayor. As two mem- 
bers voted no, President Wilkinson 
ruled that the order was lost. He 
pointed out the inconsistency in ac- 
cepting a report for which the council 
refused to pass an order, and asked 
what should be done. 


Mr. Amadon explained that he was 


not inconsistent, as he didn't vote to 
adopt the report. Mr. Gove said he 
thought it was a good bargain to get 
$13,000 from the state by spending $5,000. 
Mr. Brown then questioned the deci- 
sion of the chair that a two-thirds 
vote of all the council was necessary 
to pass. He thought the charter meant 
a two-thirds vote of those present.' 
He said Speaker Reed had so rule'd in 
congress. President Wilkinson said he 
had based his ruling on a similar one 
by ex-President Bracewell. 


Mr. Brown then appealed from the 


ruling of the chair, and Mr. Whitaker 
endorsed Mr. Brown. Mr. Perry wanted 
to know if the president had made any 
ruling. 
The president said that ne 


had made a ruling. Mr. Perry wanted 
to reconsider, but was out of order. 
Mr. Brown wanted to settle the ques- 
tion once for all by an appeal, and the 
vote was put. 


The result was that Uie rulino: of 


the chair was not sustained. President 
Wilkinson therefore announced that, 
more than two-thirds of those present 
having voted in favor, the 
normal 


school appropriation had passed. 


Mr. Brown immediately rose to his 


feet to say that he questioned the 
chair's ruling, not from any desire to 
oppose, but for the sake of what he 
thought was right. 
This capsed a 


smile, as the president did not look un- 
happy at the result, and Mr. Wilkinson 
capped the climax by saying that the 
chair was not at all sensitive in the 
matter. There was a little more dis- 
cussion and the incident closed. 


Tlic 
Matter. 


Councilman Whi hiker reported for 


the special hospital committee. He said 
that while the committee appreciated 
tho helpfulness of the institution, they 
did ,not feel justified in recommending 
the sum of $3,000 for half a year recom- 
mended by the mayor. But the sum 
paid per week for city patients at 
present was too small, and the com- 
mittee therefore 7-ecommended that the 
council vote to authorize the city al- 
moner to pay $15 per week for each pa- 
tient sent by the city. This report was 
signed by every member of the com- 
mittee except Mr. Bracewell, who was 
out of the city. 


Mr. Perry, one of the committee, 


promptly rose to remark that while 
he signed the report he rlid an wifh 
"mental reservations," as he did not 
accept the report's statement that the 
city had no right to give aid by genera! 
appropriation. He then launched into 
a long rehearsal of the work and needs 
of tho hospital, in which he called at- 
tention to the small amounts that had 
been paid in the past. 


Mr. Amadon thought $15 a week was 


very extravagant for charity patients. 


Mr. Wliitaker then explained the re- 


pnrt of the committee in some detail, 
saying that the legal complications 
scorned so thick in regard to giving a 
lump sum, lhat the committee thought 
it 
wiser to tako the unquestionably 


proper course of paying the hospital 
what each piitlont cost. He introduced 
figures from the city almoner, showing 
that last year about $244 was paid for 
city patients, and about $770 in all for 
charity 
patients. 
Tho new method 


was experimental, but would not give 
the hospital too much, as tho actual 
cost IH fully $15. 


Mr. T'c i f

didn't compel the almoner to send • 


single patient to the hospital or the 
spending of a cent by him, and ad- 
vised "Mr. Amadon to show the almoner 
u, cheaper way if he could. 


The matter 
wus then put to vote, 


and the recommendation of the com- 
mittee \vas unanimously adopted.

Just as the meeting was about to 


adjourn Mr. Amadon rose, and after 
causing a smile by his reference to the 
meeting as a very pleasant one, pro- 
ceeded to give it a triple-polish finish 
by scoring the officials in charge of 
public works in North Adams. 
His 


particular complaint was the way in 
which the surface sewer on West Main 
street had been laid. 
Some 125 feet 


of pipe of the wrong size was laid and
